The DeKalb County Grand Jury 
week recognized the responsibility o 
local government in assuming a 
share of education costs. It did so by put- 
ting its stamp of approval upon a pro- 
posed constitutional amendment, applica- 
ble onlv to DeKalb County, removing the 
homestead exemption for school tax pur- 
} oses. 

The DeKalb school system finds itself 
in a tight. The school population is in- 
creasing at the rate of 3,000 a year, the 
cost of running schools has increased along 
with the cost of everything else. 

There is a limit to state aid. Unless the 
local government raises needed funds, the 
quality of education in DeKalb County 
will be cut back. No thinking person wants 
that to happen. 

Only this week it was announced that 
of 166 new teachers hired by the system 
none has less than a bachelor’s degree. 
That means a four-year certificate. School 
administrators have long been striving to- 
ward that level in teacher qualification. 
It will be a shame to slip back to the days 
of poorly qualified teachers just because 
they come cheaper. That,is true of school 
standards in general. 

DeKalb County cannot meet the de- 
mands of rising school enrollment without 
broadening the tax base and raising more 
school money at the local level. That is 
what the grand jury has said in its pre- 
sentments. 

That is the approach every school dis- 
trict ultimately must take if it would pro- 
vide the kind of schools its children 
should have. There is scarcely a district 
in the state that is doing what it should, 
or could, in meeting the bills for educa- 
tion.

Gen. Stratemeyer Talks 


In Familiar Pattern 


Another general, George E. Strate- 
meyer, has come up with the complaint 
that politicians “required” American gen- 
erals to “lose” the Korean War. It will, 
no doubt, be used extensively during the 
coming political campaign. 

The answer, of course, is the same as 
it has always been. The war in Korea 
was limited by design. It was unpopular 
with the American people from the begin- 
ning. No administration would have dared 
risk a world war—an atomic war at that— 
for the objectives we sought in Korea. 
The war was neither “lost” nor “won.” 

The American people nor their allies 
would have tolerated the loss of lives and 
treasure that complete victory entailed. 

The GOP administration had its chance 
to reverse this policy in Indochina. Some 
military men, including the chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff, Adm. Radford, 
proposed all-out war. The administration 
presented the prospect to the American 
people and to Congress. Both recoiled as 
from a rattlesnake. The administration 
dared not risk even the limited involve- 
ment that we undertook in Korea. Indo- 
china is lost. 

Congress, including many vociferous 
GOP members, makes a lot of warlike 
noises that scare the world to death and 
then sits on its hands when Syngman 
Rhee makes a plea for support in an at- 
tack on China. The administration shows 
it lacks the courage, so superbly displayed 
by Truman in Korea, to buck the tide. 

It is evident that now, as under the 
previous administration generals do not 
make policy for the American govern- 
ment. We can be thankful for that. 

It’s high time that we faced up to the 
fact that no government can go against 
public opinion for long. And the most bit- 
ter GOP critics of what happened in Ko- 
rea and China are the politicians who 
helped destroy the American armed forces 
after World War II before the political 
victories could be won.

There are at least two men in the race for 
commissioner of agriculture who we. think 
would do an excellent job and be a credit to 
the office. Perhaps some of the other candi- 
dates are just as well qualified and we certainly 
won't argue with those who say that they are. 
But we are thoroughly familiar with two of 
them and recommend them to the voters. 

They are Phil Campbell and Clark Gaines. 

Phil Campbell is a farmer himself and has 
represented -Oconee County in the. Legislature 
for the past six years. For four vears he has 
served as chairman of the House Agriculture 
Committee No. 1 and he has worked vigorously 
for good farm legislation. He has worked for 
more money for the Georgia Experiment Station 
here in Griffin, the College of Agriculture in 
Athens and the County Extension Service. He is 
a graduate of the College of Agriculture at the 
University of Georgia and studied agriculture 
on a scholarship in Denmark. 

Our chief knowledge of Clark Gaines comes 
from his service as director of the state’s De- 
partment of Commerce.

It is evident from the President's 
Denver broadcast that he is so 
gratified at the extent to which his 
program prevailed in Congress 
that he feels he can throw himself 
vigorously into the campaign. His 
speeches will be designed to form 
the core of the party’s campaign 
and he will, in effect, be asking 
the voters to increase the Republi- 
can membership of Congress if 
they want to indorse what has al- 
ready been done.
